Ttiomas Benbrook. financial '^ec- 
retary of the union, and SprltUes 
both expressed confidence that the 
unions wage demands would be met 
and minimized posslbiUtles of a 
walkout. Ueanwhlle, the mine is 
' still operating at full capacity. 
SprltUes said the demands are 
part of the naUonal policy being fol- 
lowed by the International Mine, 
Mill «nd Smeltermen's union iOlO), 
with which the Hailey union is af- 
filiated, for miners of non-ferrous 
metals. He said the demands have 
DVy already been met by mine operators 
T- in Utah and at Butte, Mont. He pre- 
dicted the demands would be ac- 
cepted at Cocur d'Alene. 

150 Hen Employed 
If a strike is called it will idle 
some 160 mlnen employed by the 
Triumph mine at Hailey. Their last 
strike was between April la, 1948, 
and June, IMS. 

•nie contract signed then wq>lred 
Juno 30, and company ofllclals re- 
quested time to negotiate. NegotU- 
Uona were begun In Salt Lake City 
recently but were poatponed. 

The Triumph, mine was sold sev- 
eral years ago to the Federal and 
Ivanhoe mining ooropanles by the 
' Snyder InteresU, which retained a 
portion of the concern. It produces 
lead, silver and some ilnc. 

Benbrook pointed out that metal 
prices hate nearly doubled In the 
past year and that there are still 
government mining subsldloa. He 
■aid the price of alno has riseo from 
to 13 cents, and tbat lead has 
risen from 8H to ItM oeaU.^

English to 
Ask Ease 
For Loan 

LONDON, Aug. 6 (/P) — 
Prime Minister Attlee told 
parliament today that Great 
Britain would reduce her arm- 
ed forces, impose a limited di- 
rection of labor and seeic relax- 
ation clauBes in the U. S. loan 
agreement to help ease her 
growing economic crials. 

He said that workers "In the more 
essential Industries" would have to 
work longer and that coal miners 
would be asked to labor half an hour 
a day additional. 

Cut Down Imports 
Attlee said Great Britain also 
would cut down her Imports In a 
manner that would ibean "hard- 
ships for many people." 

He said the Dnlted BUtes, at 
Britain's entreaty, had agreed to 
discuss the sterling convertibility 
and non-dlscrlmlnation in trade 
agreements in the g3,7M,000;000 
loan, which AtUee said would be 
exhausted this year. 

Reduce Army 
Attlee said British armed strength 
would be reduced by 430,000 men by 
next March. The forces numbered 
1J97300 men on July 1. He said 
Great Britain was Increasing the 
rate of her troop withdrawals from 
overseas. 

"Despite these accelerations in 
the rate of wlthdrowal, there is no 
change In our foreign policy or in 
the defense policy which underlies 
our foreign policy," Attlee asserted. 

The prime minister said his soc- 
ialist government would "have to 
take some measure of control over 
the employment of labor" in order 
to stknulnte production. He con- 
tinued: 

"Sacrifice Necessary" 
"This will Involve some sacrifice 
of Individual liberty, though as little 
OS possible. It may be necessary to 
take steps to Umlt employment on 
less esienUal work." 

Attlee said the government also 
would "take action" agslnat any 
industries operated with ■'ineffi- 
ciency or lack of will." 

Attlee rejected suggestions In con- 
servative newspapers that he in- 
vite the conservatives to Join In i 
coslltlon government, thus abandon- 
ing his socialist program.

SWING TO THE RIGHT 
Today's picture is even more contused 
than It was In wartime. Then everyone work- 
ed lor a common goal— winning the war. The 
dally crisis was more or less bi-partisan in 
character. Today party politics dominates 
everything, but there's a difference: It Is 
conservative vs. liberal as much as It Is Re- 
publican vs. Democrat. 

The new deal and most of the new dealers 
are gone. The dreamers and planners of 
Roosevelt's day have been replaced as ad- 
visers by what might be called the hard- 
bollcd, practical, realistic men of business. 
There is no spirit of social uplift around 
Washhigton these days— no chance for any- 
one to accuse the government of "coddling" 
labor. 

It is no exaggeration to say that In the past 
seven months the United States has been 
through one of Its periodic revolutions. 

It may be too early to pin any labels on the 
revolution of 1647. It is rampant Republlcan- 
- ism. But it gets too much support from con- 
servative Democrats to make it a strictly 
one-paity affair. It is compounded of Isola- 
tionism, of economic nationalism, of violent 
antl-communlsm. 

Economically, the aims of this new revolu- 
tion have been to reduce government con- 
trols and government Interference with prl- 
-VBt« business to a minimum. That makes It 
definitely capitalistic in concept. It glorifies 
the American free enterprise system. It is 
selfish. It is deflAlteiy Inflationary, condon- 
* Ing high prices. 

It Is a definite swing to the right. This 
run* counter not only to the world trend of 
__.tpday but also to the historic drift of Ameri- 
can history, which has been gradually towards 
the left — increasing the power of the mass of 
the people, giving them more benefits. 

The speed of this change has been curised 
sharply by Democratic President Harry 6. 
Truman. 

There may be some question whether the 
man in the White House or the men in con- 
Btess have the correct feel of the public pulse. 
Both claim tl^ey have. But Gallup polls on 
lUCb Important Issues as universal military 
training and retention of high taxes— which 
the congress rejected— Indicate that a ma- 
jority of the people may be "out of step" with 
. the majorities of congress. 



IF WAR BREAKS OUT 
Only in the next to the last week of the 
session of congress just ended did the senate 
get around to a resolution by Sen. Homer 
Ferguson of Michigan, to the effect that the 
United Nations should be strengthened as an 
lOBtniment to prevent war and maintain 
peace. It came too late for much to be donj 
iibout it. 

The United Nations made a hopeful start 
In solving the problem of Iran. But It has 
bogged down or been by-passed In solving the 
problems of the Balkans and the rest of 
Kurope, 

Creation of a world police force has been 
debated for a year with no conclusion. World 
control of the atomic bomb has been debntecl 
for a year with no conclusion. 

"War preparations must be governed by a 
desire for peace and security," said Bariich. 
"We know our country has no will for war," 
he said. "It has the will lor peace. Thus pre- 
paredness takes on the symbol of peace." 

Meanwhile, atomic scientists warn repeat- 
edly that there Is no defense nRalnst the 
atomio bomb, and that If war breaks out and 
atomic bombs are used, thoy will surely de- 
stroy civilization. 



TAKING INVENTOIIY 
On half a dozen fronts, efforts ore now 
being made to determine the economic 
atrengtha and weaknesses of the United 
BUtes. 

The President has three committees nt 
work on the subject under Sccretfiry of In- 
terior J. A. Krug, flecrotary of Commerce 
Averell Harriman, and Chairman Edwin O. 
Nourse of the Council of Economic Advisers. 

A new farm program, a long range tax 
policy and other Isauca of equal Importance 
are being given careful consideration. 

All these studies are tromcndoualy import- 
ant. For If the United Btatoa Is to determine 
where it's going, it muat first leam whore 
it ii. Nobody really knows the answer to 
either question todoy. 

It Is important to make those dotermUm- 
Uons lor two reasons. First, to find out how 
much aid the United States can give Europe 
under the Marshall plan. Second, to find out 
what the United BUtea wants to do at homo 
for ita continued growth and attainment of 
•tUl higher sUndarda of living.

Kaiser's most tnnuentlal friend 
at the capital was not Elliott Roose- 
velt. It was President Roosevelt 
himself. Doth were men of faverlsh 
Imagination, and they were bom 
promoters. 

Mr. Kaiser's admitted genius In 
building ships in record time first 
endeared him to the late President. 
They ttnew how to sing songs and 
make headlines, political or Industrial, which ap- 
pealed to the people. 

WASTE— -Again and again the cuh -on -the -barrel- 
head boss of the RFC. Jesse H. Jones, refused to make 
loans or delayed them, when Mr. Kaiser was the 
applicant. But each time (he phone would ring In the 
building 'only three blocks from the White Mouse, 
and the Texan would be forced to advance the money. 

Thus the Kaiser-Hughes, »*0,000,0(X) superplanc, 
which has not left the ground since It was slaxted in 
ISU, U bracketed with such schemes as the Canol 
oil project In Canada, the land route to Alaska, the 
Pan-American highway and numerous other 1941-1045 
fantasies. v 

Including the wartime waste and unwarranted 
expenditures first revealed by the Brewster committee 
when President Truman headed It, It Is estimated 
that at least $5,000,000,000 has been demonstrated to 
he unnccps.'^ary. Some Brcwalcr calculators put It at a 
far higher figure. And this body has touched only a 
(ow selected and comparatively minor activities so far. 

LOANS — The RFC-crs" longstanding prejudice 
against Mr. Kaiser's j)fessure and publicity methods 
underlie their presciSrcfUsal to aid him In building 
up his plant at Fontann, Calif,, as a healthy, western 
rival to eastern ttcel interests. 

The Callfornlan erected the Pontana factory on 
government loans, which have financed so many of his 
properties. Funds totalling 1133.000.000 were credited 
to his account, and 1118,000,000 has been disbursed. 

He has paid back 117,858,000 on the prhiclpal ^nd 
1933,000 In Interest. Now, he wants the overall, 
original cost scaled down to (37,000,000, and he Insists 
that the 117,858,000 he has paid be deducted from 
that amount. He would thu^ get It for approximately 
$30,000,000. 

GENEROUS— Mr. Kaiser, as always, reinforces his 
arguments with plausible facts. In this Instance he 
demands a cut rate because the govenunent sold a 
plant at Geneva, Utah, to U. 8. Steel for MO.000,000 
although It cost Uncle Bam about 1300,000,000 to build. 

He submitted his plea for a rebate many weeks ago, 
but it has not yet been considered by the RFC except 
in informal dlscussslons. FDR would have undoubt- 
edly Intervened on his behalf, but President Truman 
shows no special Interest In the matter. 

Although the two cases seem to demand the same 
treatment, RFC lawyers can not see It that way. They 
malntahi that they loaned Mr. Kaiser the money, and 
that he should repay It. They figure that they have 
been overgenerous to him in many other deals, due 
to his wartime contacts at the White House. 

HEAT— U. B, Steel, they contend, took a "white 
elephant" off their hands In buying the Qeneva 
property. Nobody else wanted It, and they were only 
too glad to get any kind of bid. 

Meanwhile, the super-salesman Is "tumlnB on the 
heat from the outside." aa he did with respect to the 
flying boat contract. Charging that RFC discriminates 
against western Industrial expansion, (steel, aluminum, 
avlatliKi, shlpbulldliw) he has moblUied capltol hill 
politicians, chambers of commerce, civic groups and 
PacUlo coast Iddustrlallste. 

However, he doea not seem to have cast the same 
spell over Mr, Truman that he did over FDR. 

MATERIALS — American concern over leftist move- 
ments, Internal disturbances and actual warfare In the 
middle cast, the far east and the south Pacific has a 
far more realistic basis than Washington's humani- 
tarian desire for world peace. Army-navy-state un- 
easiness on an entirely different score has been de- 
scribed before several congressional bodies. 

It Is from these remote regions— Turkey, Malaya, 
China. Java etc.— that we draw many critical and 
strategic materials upon which the armed forces and 
industry depend. Tliey supply chrome, rubber, oil. 
Quinine, narcotics and many other products, not to 
mention coffee, tea, silk, etc., essential to the United 
States In peace or war. 

Lack of funds, wartime destruction of plants and 
plantations and want of a native labor force kept 
Imports for ttockplllng at a woefully low figure In 
lOiS. 104a and early 1047. 

Now. Just aa congress has provided addlUonal money 
for 1D4T-104B purchases, production of these Itcnis 
has all but stopped In these vital areas which a 
potential enemy could cut oft by sea nr air. It Is one 
of Secretary Maralial's and Chief of SUtl Elaenhower's 
worst hcndaches.

The strategy ol Pan-Am has been 
to push In oongresa biUa providing 
- "chosen Instrument" or United 
lU BtOnopoly line for overseas 
in which, theoretically, all lines 
would haTo a share. A newiy Issued 
aviation buslnesg letter, dlscusihig 
the tight over the "chosen Itulru- 
ment." links Sen. Owen Brewster 
to the- fight for Pmn-Aro's goal. 

The letter suggests a political 
tie-up between Brewster and Pan- 
Am Vice President Samuel P. 
Pryor. Jr., who la also Hepubllcan 
natldnal committeeman from Con- 
necticut Pryor Is said to hate 
agreed to go all out for Brewster 
for the OOP vice -presidential nom- 
ination. 

Certainly Brewster has done all' 
he could to, further the "chosen 
instrument."
